BROWN 


Governor Edmund G. Brown has asked the 
governors of 11 western states to serve as state chair¬ 
men of the America's Conscience Fund to help re¬ 
build the Birmingham church where four girls were 
killed in a bomb blast, September 15. 

The governor is national co-chairman of the 
fund drive. Members of the organization include co- 
chairman Charles Taft of Cincinnati, former President 
Harry S. Truman, Agriculture Secretary Orville Free¬ 
man, Commerce Secretary Luther Hodges, l/ndersec- 
retary of State W. Averell Harriman, U. S. Senators 
Frank Church and John Sherman Cooper and many other 
prominent Americans. 

The fund drive was organized after the bomb¬ 
ing of the 16th Street Baptist Church in Birmingham on 
Sunday, September 15, in the middle of church ser¬ 
vices. Four girls were killed and 20 other persons in¬ 
jured in the blast. 

"Americans everywhere were outraged and - 
sorrowed at the senseless brutality of that act of vio¬ 
lence." the governor wrote. 

"There is nothing anyone can do for the dead 
girls or for the grieving parents but Americans do have 
an opportunity to right one wrong: we can help rebuild 
the church which was shattered by the explosion. In 
doing so we would raise a monument to freedom, to 
equality and justice, telling the nation and the woHd 
that the bombers of Birmingham do not speak for us. " 

The governor wrote to the following governors; 
Governor John A. Love of Colorado, Governor Grant 
Sawyer of Nevada, Governor Tim Babcock of Mon¬ 
tana, Governor Clifford P. Hansen of Wyoming, Gov¬ 
ernor Albert D. Rosellini of Washington, Governor 
Paul Fannin of Arizona, Governor Mark O. Hatfield 
of Oregon, Governor Jack M. Campbe 11 of New 
Mexico, Governor John Connolly of Texas, Governor 
George D. Clyde of Utah, and Governor Robert E. 
Smylie of Idaho. 

He asked them to put out a public statement in 
support of the fund drive and to designate a Sunday in 
the near future as 11 Conscience Sunday, asking 
churches and civic organizations to make a special 
collection for the Conscience Fund. 

The governor said contributions for the cause

His vast knowledge of the 
Mexican American people 
and their problems was a 
great assist to me person¬ 
ally and to the many peo¬ 
ple In the community who 
know him. 


Dr. Galarza resides at 1031 Franquetre, San 
Jos®/ with his charming wife, Mae. He has two mar¬ 
ried daughters. Ell Lu and Karla. He was born in the 
state of Nayarit, Mexico, in 1905 and attended one 
year of elementary school inMazatlan, Sinaloa, Mex¬ 
ico. 

He attended public schools in Sacramento, 
California, from 1912 to 1923, graduating from Sacra¬ 
mento High School. He received his B.A. degree from 
Occidental College, Los Angeles, in 1926; his M.A. 
degree from Stanford University in 1927 and his Ph.D. 
Degree from Columbia University in 1944. 

Dr. Galarza served as Director of Research 
and Education, National Farm Labor Union and Nat¬ 
ional Agricultural Workers Union from 1943 to 1960. 
He has authored various reports, surveys, articles and 
briefs on farm labor problems in California. From 
1949 to 1959 he was a member of the Joint U. S. - 
Mexico Trade Union Committee. He was advisor to 
the Government of the Republic of Bolivia on agri¬ 
cultural labor problems and organization from 1947 to 
1950. 

Dr. Galarza has written various technical re¬ 
ports in Latin America, a report on farm labor in the 
sugar cane industry of Louisiana and various reports 
and briefs on Mexican contract workers in California. 
He wrote " STRANGERS IN OUR FIELDS, “ a booklet 
published by the AFL-CIO in 1956. 


The terrible accident which took many lives of 
Mexican braceros in Salinas recently and the circum¬ 
stances surrounding this accident has taken much of 
Dr. Galarza's time in recent weeks. He is in the 
process of forming a committee which Is made up of 
leaders of the American Gl Forum, MAPA and CSO 
throughout the state which will deal with the Brocero_ 
Program in California.
